Jugs and so forth--all of precious met
als. The other two rooms were full of

bags and boxes of gold mohurs and
silver rupees. The door of this audi

other treasure bouses had been bricked

up for nobody knows how long.
These valuables, according to an an

dent custom, were in the custody of

the maharajah's wife, the vaults being
attached to her apartments, but none

of them was allowed to be opened save

In the presence of the master. One

Tault was filled with ornaments belong-

ing to different gods of the family. The

natives of India commonly bury theii
hoards, and among the poorer classes
a favorite hiding place Is a hole dug
beneath the Iteil. Disused wells art
sometimes employed for the same pur-

pose. It Is undoubtedly a fact that

very many hoards thus debited art
lost forever. Gold is also valued ou re-

ligious grounds. The gods take up

great quantities of gold, silver and

precious stones. The temples contain
vast amounts of the yellow and white

metals. The habit of hoarding seems
to have been induced Ity ages of

during which oppression
and violence were rife. So feeling of

safety existing, it was natural that tht
natives should adopt the practice of re-

ducing their wealth to a concentrated

shape aud hiding Eagle.
